MONTBRETIAS. 

Half-hardy  Mexican  plants,  which  bloom  abundant- 
ly from  midsummer  until  frost,  and  are  most  pop- 
ular for  cutting.  Flower-spikes  are  two  feet  in 
height,  and  flowers  are  very  showy  with  their  bright 
shades  of  glowing  colors.  Should  be  grown  in  masses 
or  groups.  In  full  flower  from  July  until  October. 
Few  bulbs  give  such  satisfactory  results.  At  the 
low  prices  quoted  they  should  be  planted  by  the 
hundreds  for  cutting  freely.
